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By letter dated 10/1/64, the NYO outlined a 
plan for reducing the amount of money available to 
Polish intelligence personnel in the hopes it would 
increase our changes of bringing about a defection. 
It has been their practice to buy a great many items 
which they take back to Poland and sell at a big 
profit on the black market. Arrangements could be 
made to publish examples of this sort of thing in the 
emigre press. This would no doubt come to the attention 
of Polish offictals who could be expected to put a stop 
to trading of this sort. This would eliminate what has 
been an important source of funds for Polish intelligence | 
personnel at a time when their salaries have been redueed. (Hi/u)

The NYO will remain alert 
to the possibility of exposing other Communist controlled 
organizations, which wishes to conceal their Communist control, 
by asking the people they are trying to influence to resist .
